Incident Summary:  On May 15, 2019 at approximately 4:26 p.m. Officers were dispatched to the area of 
Dead End & Walnut Creek Drive on the report of a shooting with multiple shooters and victims.  Upon 
arrival the officers located Abduraman Adan, who was shot one time in the head (Graze) and one time in 
the arm.  Mr. Adan advised that he was shot by an unknown individual, but witnesses advised officers 
that the individual who shot him was a passenger in a maroon Hyundai.  That vehicle was later recovered 
at the Circle K, located at 3039 Morse Road and the male passenger who was shot in the leg, was 
identified as Adbulrahman A. Jamea.   
 
Video from store showed the driver of the maroon vehicle, identified as Saham M. Khalif, run to the side 
of the building with a purse and return shortly after without it.  Detectives located the purse next to a 
dumpster and observed a black handgun inside.  Detectives discovered that Mr. Jamea began shooting 
at Mr. Adan and others, when an individual shot back at Mr. Jamea in self-defense, striking him one time 
in the leg.
